As the cotton season for 
19 40 
ex tends into 19 41 it b ecomes more 
apparent that a great crop was made 
and is not yet all gathered. 
The official cou nt as revealed b y 
the Bu reau of the Censu s, as of Jan. 
23, 19 41, shows that the Jones Co. 
gins reported a total of 50,300 b ales 
u p to Janu ary 16, 19 41. This is in 
comparison to 24,09 1 b ales for the 
same date of 19 40. 
A su rvey of Jones cou nty shows 
that perhaps cotton pu lling will not 
b e finished even in this pretty wea­ 
ther of Janu ary, and will likely ex ­ 
tend u p into Feb ru ary. The 
final 
cou nt of the crop will b e taken on 
March 1st.
